Bush ready for fray, Utahns say

"1 can sense he is anxious for the 
fight," .said Joe Connon, who is vying 
with Bob Bennett for the GOP 


nomination in the U.S. Senate race. “1 
fell .strength and confidence there.’’ 

Bush perched on a stoul in a 
conference room at a downtown hotel 
and chnttcd with about 40 people, 
fielding questions and suggestions. 

Bush concurred witli sugge.stions that 
he had to take his message to the people 
more clearly, cspcciolly in the crucial 
area of domestic ^licy. Cannon said. 

The president also acknowledged he 
had to highlight his foreign affairs 
expertise and convince voters — > without 
seeming to whine — thoi a rccolcitrant 
Ocmocrotic Congress is deliberately 
thwarting his programs, said state 
Republican Chairman Bruce Hough. 


Bush is to speak early today with 
outdoor enthusiasts and then deliver a 
speech on family values at Brigham 
Young University in Provo, about 40 
miles south of here.

High court refuses to return seized abortion pills

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court 
Friday denied a California woman the right 
to end her pregnancy with on unapproved 
French abortion pill, bringing to a close an 
elaborate attempt to test the strength of a 
government bon. 

With two justices dissenting, the court 
ruled that U.S. customs officials need not 
return to the woman, Leona Bemd^ the 
pills they confiscated from her at a New 
Yoric airport two weeks ago. 

Benten, who obtained twelve pills of a 
drug called RU-486 in England, has said 
she would have a surgical abortion if her 
attempt to reclaim the .drugs failed.. 


A federal district court judge decreed on 
July 14 that the pills should be returned to 
Benten, but on appellate panel stayed the 
order. 

The details of the cose hove as much to 
do with the technicalities of import law, as 
with the laws governing abortion. 

But on the Supreme Court, only Justices 
Horry Blackmun and John Paul Stevens — 
two who supported the landmark Roc V. 
Wade decision establishing a woman's 
constitutional right to on abortion — sided 
with Benten. 

In 0 terse opinion issued Friday evening, 
the court inojority said simply that Benten's 
attorneys had “failed to demonstrate a 
.substantial ,Ukelibood:oC.succcss’l on their. 


claim that the import ban wa.s improperly 
adopted by the Food and Drug 
Admini.stration. They said the que.stion of 
whether the seizure of the drug was an 
“undue burden" on Benten's right to tin 
abortion was not at issue. 

In a three-paragraph dissent, Justices 
Blackmun and Stevens supported her right 
to make such u decision, saying her 
“constitutionally protected interest iri 
liberty has two components — her decision 
to terminate the pregnancy and her decision 
concerning the method of doing so.” 

The court’s decision ended a tense 
waiting game for the 29-ycar-old Benten, 
an unemployed social worker from 
-Berkeley. In papers .fiicd.with.ihc.Supremc. 


Court Wednesday, her attorneys liad said 
she needed a decision by Friday ntorning 
because her doctor had determined site had 
to lake the pill. by Saturday for it to be 
cfTective. 

Benten could not be reached for 
comment' Friday evening. Her attorneys 
said they hope to challenge the import ban 
us an unconstitutional "undue burden” on 
women who want to use the pill for 
abortions. Such a challenge would no 
longer affect Benten. 

“Clearly we will try to continue the 
lawsuit on behalf of other women ... ," said

Trade deficit worsens, hits 18-month higi 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlic 
U.Si Yrade deficit widened to S7.38 
billion, the worst showing in 18 
months, as sales of American air- 
craft and form products dropped 
sharply in May, the Commerce De- 
partment said Friday. 

One economist termed the unex- 
pectedly bad report the "worst of all 
worlds" and many analysts worried 
thot a spate of bad reports in recent 
weeks was beginning lo make 1992 
look ominously like last year when a 
budding recovery faltered in the late 
summer. 

The May deficit, a 4.5 peaent in- 
crease from April's imbalance, 
marked the fifth time in the past six

the past three years and the adminis- 
tration was counting on further gains 
this year to offset the weak domestic 
economy.

America's major uver.seas markets 
made it highly quesiinnuhle that ex- 
ports will show much improvemenl 
this year. kiuK'kin'g yet another proji 
away from the fledgling recovery.

TWIN FALLS - The 31 defendants 
whose drug cases were dismissed aCcr a 
judge ruled in May that a deputy 
prosecutor mishandled the cases before a 
grand jury aren't out of the woods yet.

County Public Defender Mike Wood, 
attacked the indicimcni.s by claiming 
misconduct on the part of then-deputy 
prosecutor Frank Nichols. 

On May 6. 5th District Judge Daniel 
Hurlbutt agreed with the defense arguments 
and struck down the 28 indictments that 
were, challenged. Since then three more 
indictnicnt.s have been dismissed because 
ofHurlbutt's ruling. 

Before leaving the office earlier this 
month. Nichols said all the dismissed cases . 
would be resubmitted to the court and 
proceed through the usual preliminary 
hearing process.

Students compete, learn about environment

WENDELL - A busload of high 
school students stopped Friday morning 
at the Perrinc Bridge, Pillar Falls, Auger 
Falls, Scotts Pond and Niagra Springs. 
But they weren't on a scenic tour. 

Tlie 39 students were on u trip around 
the Magic Valley to learn about water 
quality and what could be done to 
improve it. 

'The idea was to show them where the 
concerns are.'’'said Marcia Juro, of the 
Nonhsidc Soil Coruicrvation District. 

The students who later attended 
workshop.s to learn more about the area’s 
natural resources were taking pan in the 
first-ever Idaho Envlrothon, a 
competitive learning event about the 
environment. 

Dawn Andrus, 16. said the trip opened 
her eyes to the problems of the Snake 
River. 

“It rcolly shocked me," she said uAcr 
listening to Bob Muffley of the Mid- 
Snake Study Group. “I guess 1 wasn’t 
aware of how serious it really wos. It 
made me stop and think that I wasn’t 
doing all I can to help.” 

At Niagra Springs Siate-Paric .south of 

Wendell, five groups of students rotated 
every half hour through five instruction 


stations to leam from experts about soil 
conservation, forestry, wildlife, aquatic 
environment and wetlands. 

At the forestry station. Dave 
McClymonds encouraged student 
participation with questions and answers 
about forest maintenance and cultivation. 

“What is forestry,” he asked. "What 
affects tree growth? How is wood 
measured?” 

About 40 percent of Idaho is forest 
land. McClymonds said, and most of it. 
21 million acres, is owni^ by the public. 

In the Eastern and Southern states, he 
said, many forests arc on privately 
owned plantations tliat produce most of 
the nation’s wood. 

The students told what they already 
know about the cfTccts on forests from 
water, soil conditions, fire, overcrowded 
trees and pests. McClymonds filled in the 
gaps and explained a number of new 
words to the uiicniive young oudicncc. 

“Stumpage is a tree still standing on 
i(;c. stump that has not been formed into a 
product yet,” he said. “That’s how we 
sell it. Then it’s cut into blocks or logs or 
posts.” 

In the afiemoon after a barticcuc. the 
students got T-shirts and look a test on 
the day'.s jeswns^

were Fred Buckway of Sho.shone, Dawn

Stallings says Clinton will help his elect

TWIN FALLS - Although they disagree 
on some issues, U.S. Rep’ Richard Stallings 
says that he and Democratic presidential 
nominee Dill Clinton are both moderates 
who would be able to work together. 

Stallings, the Democratic candidate for 
U.S.’ Senate! and Clinton arc bolh.mcmbcrs 
of the Democratic Leadership Council, a 
group which aims id make the party less 
liberal and more centrist so as to boost its 
chances of recapturing the While House. 

Although Stallings on Friday admitted 
that Clinton was not his first choice for 
president, he praised the Arkansas governor 
as "a very moderate candidate with a good 
record as governor.” . ; 


Stallings said he porticulorly liked one 
section of Clinton’s Thursday-night 
acceptoncc speech at the Democratic 
National Convention in New Yoric City in 
which the nominee called for young people 
to perform community service in exchange 
for college scholarships. 

"That’s an excellent idea,” the former 
Ricks College professor said. ”1 had 
students in my classes who took Pell Grants 
(the major federal scholarships) almost as if 
they were entitled to them. I think that if 
people Receive something from the 
government, you have the responsibility to 
give something back.” 

One area of disagreement between 
Sta]ling.s and Clinton is the proposed free- 
trade agreement with Mexico. Clinton 
supports such an agreement; Stallings is 


more skeptical, having opposed so-called 
’’fast-track” negotiating authority. 

Another is abortion rights. Stallings is 
staunchly pro-life, while Clinton and his 
running mate, Tennessee Sen. Albert Gore 
Jr., arc strongly pro-choice. 

Despite those and other differences, 
Stalling.s predicted the Clinlon/Gore .ticket 
would run well in conservative Idaho, and 
that they would help his race against Boise 
Mayor Dirk Kcmplhomc. 

“I go into this campaign with the 
strongest Democratic ticket I’ve ever hrid to 
run with,” he said. "Both Clinton and Gore 
arc from rural, smnll-town backgrounds. I 
think it's conceivable they could carry 
Idaho.” 

In I984r'vhcn Stallings eked out a 
victory over incumbent Gco^g^^J^nnsen,

He moved to Twin l•■alIs County in April, 
and cattle lliieves made ofTwitli one ol'the 
registered Holstein heifer calves he was 
keeping at another local dairy until his own 
bams are built. 

■ Hu is not alone. CpI. Boh Gaulhier.of the 
Twin Falls County Sheriffs Ofllec said 
Friday that at least lU calves have been 
stolen from a handful of West ilml ilairy 
operations during the past week, and more 
calls are coming in. 

Eight of those stolen calves, inelmling 
Stollzfus', have been recovered, and 
Gauthier said his office is continuing to 
investigate.' Six Buhl tirca boys, ages 15-17, 
have been identified as .suspects in the 
thells, but no arre.sis bad been made Frithiy 
afternoon,. 

Cattle rustling is praelictdly a tradition in 
the West, and Gauthier said Twin I’alls 
County is no exception. 

"It's an ongoing problem till over the 
county," lie said. 

Stealing cattle isn't all that difficult, 
e.speeiully for farm boys who liavc pickup 
trucks and know the area well. Gauthier 
said. 

On Monday night, someone drove up to a 
pen where calves were being kept at Joiiti 
Brubaker’s dairy and grabbed the first two

911 district . 
doesn’t need 


more money

JEROME - The four-couniy emergency 
91 1 district is not seeking additional money 
to get the system running, the project 
manager said this week. 

Project Manager A1 Sandner also said 
that Twin Falls, Jerome. Lincoln and 
Gooding counties can have a working iibl I 
system by May or June. 

The district is asking sherifl'and police 
agencies in the four counties how nuieh 
money they can tr'hnsfcr from their 
individual dispatching budgets to the 
centra! dispatch center, Sandner .said. 

Outside of Twin Falls Connly. fire, 
police and medical dispatching is handled 
mostly by county sheriffs depanmeiiis. In 
Twin Falls County, the sheriff handles 
dispatching for all agencies except the 
Twin Falls police and lire departments and 
the Buhl police department. 

Twin Falls County Cominis.sioiici 
Marvin Henipleman wrote Twin Falls 
Mayor Howard Allen recently asking what 
the city cun transfer from its public sal'eiy 
dispatching budget. The eminty will 
transfer money from the sheriffs 
dispatching budget. Memplemiin wrote, 
Hempicmun also asked the Bulil Police 
Department if they can transfer money 
from its dispatching budget. 

But Thursday, Sandner said the letter was 
not a request for additional public tnoiiey, 
‘‘Tliese arc not additional ciisls, We're 
trying to get some sort of feel for a 
budgetary figure." Sandner said. 

Money collected for E91 1 comes from tt 
Sl-a-monih charge on phone lines and 
brings in about S35.000 a niontli from the 
four cuunlie.s. These funds must go for 
COSI.S associated with the initiation of the 
system, according to state lasv, Stindner 
said. X 

This includes equipment and uoinpiiier 
programs, but dues not include the costs of 
paying dispatchers, Sandner said.

Blaine County departments litis year 
total nearly S9 million, a 7 percent 
drop Irom the current ycarh; budget 
ol'S‘).65 million. 

Proposed expenditures that could 
affect the county’s lax. rale are 5.3 
higher, however, because the 
l-'riedman Memorial Airport budget 
is included in the llnal total although 
it is funded with federal funds and 
user fees. 

With the completion of capital- 
-iniprovcinent-projecls at. the airport 
this year, its requested budget of 
S727.620 is Sl.l million le.ss than 
the current year's expenditures. 

Commissioner Tom Blanchard 
said he expected the Blaine County 
Commission to hold any budget 
increase under 5 percent and to try 
to keep from mising the county lax 
rale. 


Budget hearings with individual 
department heads will begin next 
week. A public hearing on the 
county's preliminary budget request 
will be held Aug. 3. 

Budget increases proposed by 
county depamnents include: 

• 12 percent in the clerk and 
auditor's budget, the treasurer’s 
office and the county assessor’s 
budget, mostly for salary 
adjustments. 

• 10 percent in the sheriff’s 
budget, including SI 1.596 for new 
communications equipment. 

• 18 percent for the county 
commissioners, including a salary 
adjustment from SI9.428 to S33.672 
for its assistant. 

• 9 percent in the coroner’s 
budget, mostly for added mileage 
expenses. 

• 17 percent injudicial building 


expense, mostly for capital outlay. 

• 12 percent increase in the 
county agricultural agent's budget, 
mostly for additional olTice supplies 
and tnivcl. 

• 6 percent in pie data processing 
budget, primarily for olllce supplies 
and computer maintenance. 

• 9 percent in the planning and 
zoning office budget, primarily for 
changes in staff ami salary 
adjustments. 

• 6 percent iti the county’s road 
and bridge department, primarily for 
salary increases. 

• 4 percent in llie District Court 
budg'et._ 

•. 3 percent in indigent care. 

• 32 percent in county revaluation 
expenses, including the addition of a 
cliief appraiser to stalT salaries.

Idaho, and her 15- 
month-old daughter. Frica. on July 
24. 1984. 

Lafferty was convicted of the 
slayings in 1985 and sentenced to 
death. However, last year the lOth 
Circuit Court fo Appeals in Denver 
vacated the death .sentence and order 
a new trial, ruling the trial judge 
used the wrong legal standard in 
detemiining LafTcrty's competency. 

Lafferty had suffered brain 
damage during a suicide attempt 
before the trial and repeatedly

Cowley helped organize the 
special investigation to capture 


Gillis, who had already killed one 
FBI agent and wounded anotlier 
earlier that year. 

The Memorial Star wasn’t created 
until 1990. Since then, the bureau 
has been presenting it to' the 
survivors of agents killed in the line 
of duty. 

FBI Special Agenl-in-Chargc 
Eugene Glenn had planned the 
ceremony at the Marriott Hotel, 
where President Bush was staying 
during -a 23-hour visit to Utah. Bush 
was speaking to local GOP leaders 
when he heard uboul the ceremony 
and decided to drop in. 

"Well, 1 heard there was a 
ceremony ami 1 don't want to cut in. 
but 1 figured this would give me a 
good opportunity to show how much 
respect I have for the bureau.” Bush, 
said. 


Hc bricfly greeted Miller and 
pledged bis support to the FBI. 

"If it weren’t for the FBI, the 
problems we face would be far 
greater^" he said. "1 just want 
anyone connected to the bureau to 
know it lias my full commitment, 
my full support and my full 
gratitude. " 

Bush also offered his 
congratulations to Miller for her 
lifcI.ong service to the FBI. Miller 
worked as a elcrk-typisl and 
iraAslator for the bureau for 11 
years. She proudly displayed a 
bracelet given to her 50 years ago by 
her "FBI sisters." 

"I'm just so glad I had the 
opportunity to come in and pay my 
respeets,” Bush said. 

Miller said she had heard last 
week that the president might pop in 
at the ceremony. 


Fire doses 50-mile stretch of Idaho 55 


BANKS (AP) — Authorities 
closed a main higluvay in western 
Idaho Friday aficr fire swept across 
10,000 acres of nigged, steep terrain 
ill the Payette River Canyon. 

Fire bosses were using ground 
crews, backed up by retardant- 
dropping air tankers and hdicopiers, 
to battle the Cottonwood Fire that 
was burning in both brush and 
limber. A special team used only for 
major fires was called in to take over 


management of the blaze. 

Boise National Forest spokesman 
Frank Carroll said he had no idea 
how many firefighters were 
committed to the fire or how many 
more had been requested by fire' 
bosses. . 

-The blaze was burning on both 
sides of the Payette River along a 
ten-mile path between the small 
towns of Gardena and Banks, about 
40 miles north of Boise, 


Idaho 55 was closed from south of 
Gardena to Cascade about 50 miles 
further north. And there was no 
estimate on when the fire might be 
contained. 

There was a report that the fire 
was started by sparks frorn.spmc 
kind of vehicle that scraped the 
roadway as it was being towed 
through the area. But Carroll said 
only that the cause of the fire was 
being invc.stigatcd.

The four- 
eounly agreement slates that the 
dispatch center iniisl be located in 
one of lliose areas. 

But Sandner tuusn'i bad much luck 
finding a suitable place. Remodeling 
a building would cost almost as 
much as constnicting one, he said. 

"rve looked at most of the 
existing structures in the area. It 


might be a better option to look at 
leasing," he said. 

Sandner hopes to have the 
specifications for a building in the 
next couple of weeks. Then, if the 
district botird of directors OK's it, he 
can advertise for bids on a place to 
lease. 

The di.spatch^ccnicr will be about 
3,000 square feet, he estimated. 

Flcmplcman said Friday that the 
district likely will seek proposals 
from someone who woulcf construct 
a building to the district's 
specifications and then lease the 
siructura to the countic.s. 

In .the meantime, Sandner 
continues. work on the street address 
guide In Twin Falls, Jerome, Lincoln 
tmcl Gooding Counties. 

E9 1 1 works by entering addrc.<isus 
into a computer and linking these 
addresses to a phone number.

Baseball reels from arbitrator’s draft ruling

A rules change allowing major 
IcagUt teams up to five years to sign 
players drafted from high school 
instead of one was invalidated 
Friday by baseball’s permanent 

arbitcpior- 

Tltb ruling by George Nicolau 
threw into confusion the status of 
players from high school who were 
drafted in June. An official of the 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association said the union could xsk 
for those players to be declared free 
agents^ or could ask for a new draft 
to bcrbcld. 

- .'itthe NCAA.does not.coopcratc, 
every player should have the option 
to become a free agent," said 


Eugene Orza. associate general 
counsel fo Ihe players’ association. 
"If the NCAA docs cooperate, a new 
draft would have to be held." 

In March, owners changed the 
draft rules, saying they did not want 
high school players to feel prc.ssurc 
to. sign professional comnicis rather 
than attend college. 

The union countered that the 
changes were made to stop high 
school players from using the threat 
of college os leverage, in their 
contract negotiations and filed a 
grievance. 

Orza said he did not know how 
many affected players already had 
signed. Richard Ravitch. chairman 
of the owners’ Player Relations 
Committee, also said the next step 


was unclear. 

"The PRC had advised the clubs 
ami the commissioner’s office that 
this was a close question,’’ Ravitch 
said. "Wc’rc disappointed wc lost, 
riie holding is clearly on the value 
of free agents. The question is now 
as to (he remedy." 

Free agency and the draft arc 
connected because teams receive 
draft piiks when some of their free 
agents sign with other clubs. 
Decau.se of this. Nicolau ruled the 
rules change was subject to approval 
of the Major League Baseball 
Players Association under its 
collective bargaining agreement 
with the clubs, 

“Saidrthanges shall be rescind^.” 
Nicolau wrote in his brief ruling. 


"All other issues raised by this case, 
including questions of remedy, arc 
subject to further proceedings. The 
parties arc directed lo present their 
detailed views and proposals on 
rem edy issues."

The project died in June 1992 
when, according to the suit, the 
USOC claimed the lO.OOO-piece 
mailing failed lo generate satisfactory 
results. "Wc were re;idy 10 go with 
ihe program within weeks of the 
1988 Olympics.” Bonelli said. "They 
w;iiieJ until 1990 lo do the mailing 
;ind we’re still not sure they did it." • 

Tlie suit attempts to weave a 
broadcloth of corruption and 
collusion within the USOC. claiming 
that conflicts of interest and other 
business deals of some individmils 
were overlooked by others within Ihe 
organizjilion. In return, their conflicts 
of interest or illicit de;ils were also 
overlooked: 


umpire. She al.so asked ftir a job :is an 
umpire in the major leagues, wbicli 
never has employed :i female umpirc. 

Tlie judge ruled professional 
baseball’s general exemption to 
federal anlimist law did not apply to 
ils employment of umpires. 

"Anii-compelilivc conduct toward 
umpires is not an essential part of 
b;iseball and in no way enhances ils 
vit;ility or viability." Patterson wrote. 

Tlial means a jury will t>e asked to , 
decide whether baseball owners ' 
illegally agreed among themselves 
not lo hire female umpires, said 
Postema’s aiiomey.
